"GO. LITTLE BOOK—" 

There are bixiks of which it used to be said that no gentleman^ 
library should be witlioiit thoiii. The cheerful little eflPort that orna 
ments our desk ia not of that character. 

And there are books that add to the gaiety of nations. Inno 
cently, and in spite of itself, this same inspired production belongs 
the rather in that ela.ss. It hinl been our intention to deal with it 
earlier. But this is a week dedicated to tlie language as she is spokf 
and it has seemed to ua fitting that the example before ua should 
come und«r that heading, for, in spite of its quais-scientiflc claims, 
it is most enjoyable — and most profitable, besides — by way of text- 
book in composition, construction, and just plain workaday gram- 
mar. 

Quite apart from these distinctions, however, "Health and 
Sanitation Through the Tublie .Seliools ol' Kentucky," its authors 
"W. L. Heizer, M. D., uot unknown to lame, and Mrs. V. O. Uilbert, 
makes this peculiar appeal. It is at once a first-rate campaign docu- 
ment for the Republicans and one of the few of the Democratic 
achoievements to which tiiat inii li-bedevillod party points with pride. 
If it causes such hearty- whob'-.souled merriments as is in itaelf a 
life-saver, we shall have shown that it fulfills its mission. 

• Since the days when first that recipe was given out that bcKinit 
with the well-known injunctio:i: "First calch your iiaro," there 
has been nothiug to compete with this brociiure lor artlessness and 
an appealing — almost a shrinking ingenuousness. Modestly enough 
it purports to be compounded of wisdom and the best advice obtain- 
able and tlie satisfaction it gives may be measured by the fact that 
it cost some fifteen thou.sand dollar.s of the State's good money to 
put it into gratitous circulation where it might do the most good. 
At that, joint-author Gilbert himself is willing to allow that the 
money was well spent a)id that llie benefits . accruing from its use are 
not to be, and can not be, measured in terms of mere dollars ami 
eents. 

"This little boy has the tootflche bad" — whta Dr. Heizer means 
is clear enough, isn't it, and who gives a continental about gram- 
mar when tootache punctuates his speech? When he tells ns that 
i>unctures is a common condition among children who go barefoot 
and that, wlien the offending agent is oftentimes about a bam-lot. 
danger increases though the consi ruction be involved, the mcaninp 
Is plain. But, when we find the toollipick so frcqneiitly recommend- 
ed as a surgical iustrument we begin to have doubts and when at 
length it appears in the treatment prescribed for snake-bite we grow 
foupicious. Whiskey, says our authority, is to be avoided "and 
many times the patient has been found to be in a drunken condition 
— ^much worse as a result of the alcoliol than could have been as a 
result of the snake bit." As that, the copper still will continue to he 
more liighly regarded than the copper head, even in the exemplary 
Oomnionwealtii of Kentucky. 

The State, we are told, provides education and makes }t com* 
pulhory. What kind of education, we wonder, is conveyed, free 
gratia and for nothing, to the young people of Kentucky that ex- 
horts them that inusie that excites is to be avoided "jazz", we take 
it, is allowed; that an active correspondence with friends or rela- 
tives is not wise, and that bars games, such as whist or poker, that 
' require concentration and promote excitement. 

Is it really urgent — is it so much as necessary — that tlie tax- 
payer should spread information :is to how to mash turnips and boil 
cabbage! "When the cabbage has been boiled and is ready to dish. 
It could be eaten with cream sauce. For this the cabbage should be 
cut in very small pieces before boiling." 

"Go, little book, and do your worst" — somewhere that dedica- 
tion may be found. We would not apply it here, but we beg leave 
to add a verse to the Read with which this booklrt eloaea : 

Go, little book, the secrets tell 

Of how to bile and how to jell — 

Ton could not be the least bit wiser 

If ev'ry word were writ by Heiser.

In the main the work of the Kentucky 
Tuberculosis Association, Campaign 

Director Thweatt, In charge of the 
Christmas seals campaign In Keu- 
liicky, said Wednesday. Mr. Thweatt 
^'nve some facts in regard to the pre- 

I valence of tuberculosis in Kentucky 
and in the cities of the State that 
Rive an idea of how widespread the 
» hite plague is. 

"Statistics shows" said Mr. Thweatt, 
"that Kentucky has the highest death 
rate from tuberculosis Is both pre- 
ventable and curable disease. Census 
figures tell us that one out of every 
seventy persons In tlie United States 
dies every year and that tan per eent 
of these deatha are oansed by tuber- 
culosis, la Rentneky one but of ev- 
ery aevan persSna who died last year 
died from this plague. 

"Up to 1912 tuberculosis caused 
more deaths than any other disease 
but after that time, because of the 
work done by organizations formed to 
ti'nch sanitation ami prevention and 
the use of modern methods of fif^llliu^■ 
tlie plague and its spread, it dropped 
to third place in thi> list of fatal dls 
ciBos. Hilt heart disease and pneii 

II onla. the leaders In the W^t, lead tu 
berculosis by only einht-teutbs and 
flve-Wnths of one per cent respective- 
ly. 

"There are about twenty-nine thou- 
B.md nine hundred living cases of tu- 
berculosis In Kentucky. Unless these 
patients are properly cared for or 
taught to care tor themselves every 
active ease may become the focus for 
five other cases. We are trying to 
stop the needless sacrifice of human 
lives by teaching the victims of this 
disease to practice the simple laws of 
sanitation In their homes, In public 
places and among their friends. 

"In Louisville alone there are about 
three thousand cases of tuberculosis 
and last year tlicre were live hun- 
dred deaths from the disease We 
are trying to stop tlie ravages of the 
white plague In Kentucky and with 
tile help of the generous citizens of 
the State this end ultimately will be 
achieved. 

"Kentucky has never failed to re- 
spond to the calls for help tiirough the 
Red Cross Christmas seals. We have 
no thought It will do so this year, but 
rather that It will give generously the 
willing gift of a generous and pros- 
perous people to aid the unfortunates 
suffering a living death from a disease 
that can be cured If proper methods 
are followed.
